The 
students wore a propeller insionia on their epauleti: while the students and ‘ 
officers both wore the air force badge on their caps, An estimated 600 to 700 men 
were quartered in the barracks on the anniversary of the Japanese capitulation, 
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when the soidiers assembled in the yard of the barracks. Pus said 
that the barracks was called Marda-Theresia barracks or Theresien 
varracks curing the Jeran occupation.
